Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entided Gob Swappers is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The dominant effect of the publication is of contrived sexual activity dominated by degrading and 
demeaning conduct involving women swapping saliva and semen. It is designed to present these 
drooling women as servile, voracious and eager to demean themselves for the sexual gratification 
of men. The DVD also contains a high extent of other degrading and demeaning conduct, mainly 
involving women gagging and choking during fellatio. These presentations add to a sustained 
picture of the degradation of women for the purpose of sexual arousal of a male audience. 
Consequently the publication presents degrading, dehumanising and demeaning conduct in a 
manner that degrades, dehumanises and demeans the participants to a high extent. 

Excisions were considered in relation to the publication, but because of the extent and degree of 
conduct that degrades, dehumanises and demeans the women throughout the publication, such 
excisions were deemed impractical. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that 
publications that present degrading, dehumanising and demeaning conduct of such a high extent 
and degree be made objectionable. 
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
